There’s a Burma girl a-settin’ 
and I know she thinks 0’ me: 

For the wind is in the palm trees, 
and the temple bells they say: 

‘Come you back, you British sol- 
dier, come you back to Manda- 
ay.” if 


“Ship me somewheres east of 
Suez, where the best is like the 
worst, 

Where there ain’t no Ten Com- 
mandments, and a man can 
raise a thirst— 

On ‘the road to Mandalay 
Where the flyin’ fishes play | 

And the dawn comes up like 
thunder outer China ’crost the 
bay.” 


That's how it went. And that’s 
how it was in Burma in Queen 
Victoria’s day. (God rest the 
old girl.)

And Now? 


Not everything is changed in 
1954. The sunshine, the palm 
trees, the temple bells, and the 
spicy garlic smells are there 
still. The Ten Commandments 
are yet missing. And assuredly 
the dawn comes up like thunder 
*‘outer China ’crost the bay.” 
Only now there is real thunder 
in it, deep, ugly, ominous. 

Burma is a hopeful republic 
today—-an uneasy one. 

Burma testifies to the hard 
sense of the British. They gave 
independence to Burma, India 
and Ceylon.

The bill, carrying $2,895,944,000 
of new money for mutual security 
programs, was reported Saturday 
by the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee before the Congress had 
completed action on the authoriza- 
tion bill. The House voted a 
$3,338,608,000 new money authori- 
zation on June 30 but the Senate, 
snarled in a fight on atomic 
power, has yet to act on a com- 
mittee - approved $3,100,000,000 
authorization. 

The rule granted today protects 
the money bill, providing the ac- 
tual funds for these programs, 
from points of order that oould 
otherwise be raised against it. 
Without this waiver, it might be 
impossible to obtain action on the 
measure.

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Far East Situation 
Grows More Tense 


The shooting down of a British plane 
by the Red Chinese near the Chinese 
coast and the announcement that the 
United States, in turn, shot down two 
Chinese Communist fighter planes during 
rescue operations points again to the tense 
Far Eastern situation. 


The Reds have apologized to the Brit- 
ish for destruction of the unarmed air- 
liner. In an obvious bid for favorable 
world opinion, they have admitted their 
“mistake” and offered to pay indemnity 
to the families of those lost in the in- 
cident. 

The incident has, however, revealed 
once again to the British the basic treach- 
ery of the Communists. 

This show of force by the United 
States could cause the Reds to think twice 
before again making such a “mistake.” 

Several facts stand out. The Chinese 
Nationalists on Formosa obviously have 
stepped up their harassing attacks on the 
Red China coast. In addition, U.S. naval 
forces in the area indicate that this coun- 
try is alerted for further trouble. 

Flush with their victory in Indochina, 
the Red Chinese are embarked upon a 
determined course to drive American in- 
fluence out of Asia. The Soviet Union, 
with its major diplomatic victories at Ge- 
neva fresh in the minds of the world, is 
now free to turn its full attention to the 
defeat of Western aims in Europe. 

The next few months present even 
greater challenges to American policy- 
makers. The Communists have been re- 
markably successful in furthering their 
major objectives of undermining allied 
unity and in destroying confidence in U.S. 
leadership. 

As the influential British weekly, The 
Spectator, puts it: 

“Europe has never been more eager to 
believe that the Americans are war- 
mongers to a man, and the Americans 
have never been louder in their convic- 
tion that all Europeans are ready to rat. 
This is the situation that is the real price 
of peace in Indochina. 

“It is a price that, given the French 
military collapse, the misinfomation of 
France's allies, the confusion in which 
the powers went to Geneva, had to be 
paid. But it will require the concentrated 
effort of the leaders of the Western world 
to wipe out the overdraft that it has 
created in Western security.” 

The incident could result in a speed- 
ing up of plans for the Southeast Asia De- 
fense Organization, preliminary talks 
about which are now in progress. British 
and American policy should move closer 
together in a determined bid to stop Red 
aggression in Asia.

Ike’s ‘Watch’ Decision 
Awaited With Interest 


President Fisehhower is expected to 
hand down a decision today that will have 
wide repercussions throughout the world. 

Diplomats have been alerted to cable 
the full text of his decision about whether 
to raise import tariffs on Swiss watches 
by as much as 50 per cent. Their govern- 
ments are interested in learning just how 


sincere are Ike’s “trade not aid” pro- 
nouncements. 
Certain domestic watchmakers have 


fought hard to marshal public opinion and 
congressional sentiment on the side of 
higher tariffs. But even within the do- 
mestic industry itself there is wide dis- 
agreement. The head of the American 
Watch Association, S. Ralph Lazrus, who 
speaks for a wide segment of the latter, 
has issued a statement in which he said: 

“A die-hard group of tariff protec- 
tionists, who are attempting to turn 
America back to the disastrous depression 
legislation of Smoot-Hawley, is deliber- 
ately misleading President Eisenhower on 
the attitude of the public towards recip- 
rocal trade. Representative U. S. 
opinion is against this tariff rise and for 
maintenance of the reciprocal trade pro- 
gram.” 

Mfr. Lazrus views such a tariff hike as 
inimical to the interests of the nation as 
well as the watch industry in general. He 
takes the long view of insuring national 
prosperity by keeping foreign trade links 
open.

May Aid Rural Schools 


The Constitution’s drought reporters 
say that whereas the shortage of rainfall 
in Georgia is general, there are sections 
of the state where the grass is green and 
the corn is tall and well-filled-out. Those 
are the areas in which there have been 
showers of blessing. The farmer whose 
fields are parched, whose well is dry looks 


' to them wistfully. 


It’s the same way with the general 
drought of qualified schoolteachers. 
Whereas most areas, particularly rural 


areas, feel the shortage, Metropolitan At- 
lanta has more applicants than it needs to 
fill the teaching posts in the public 
schools. Metropolitan Atlanta means the 
Fulton and DeKalb county systems and 
the Atlanta city system. 


The reason is the same as with the 
verdant oases in a desert of drought. 
In the urban region there have been pro- 
ductive rains—higher pay, working con- 
ditions that are more nearly ideal, a 
greater population reservoir that offers 
wives with teacher training and the de- 
sire to work. 


The abundance of applicants in the At- 
lanta area schools speaks well for the sys- 
tem. Greener pastures always will have 
drawing power. 


Meanwhile, the rural schools suffer, 
with the answer apparent, but out of 
reach—the same kind of pay, the same 
conditions that the cities offer. 


The approach to the problem may be 
as with doctors—state scholarships and 
state aid to the young men and women 
who will sign up to carry the teaching 
load to the country classrooms. 


The immediate urgency is the differ- 
ence between the number of teachers for 
whom state aid is available and the num- 
ber actually needed in the schools. The 
local system either must raise funds to 
hire teachers over and above the ones on 
whose salaries the state will help or else 
they must do without.

Crossing Wreck Study 
Should Alert Drivers 


Concerned about the number of grade 
crossing accidents, a major railway sys- 
tem has made a careful study of crossing 
wreck case histories. 

The report shows that the “typical” 
motorist involved is 39 years old, he is 
driving a five-year-old, medium-priced 
car and he is crossing railroad tracks with 
which he is familiar. 


The study shows, too, that in one-third 
of the cases the train didn’t run into the 
car, the car ran into the train. In many 
instances the train was standing still. In 
one case a driver going 40 miles an hour 
ran over a watthman waving two red 
lanterns and crashed into a diesel engine 
motionless on the tracks. 


In 65 per cent of the grade crossing 
accidents the weather was. good, so was 
visibility. The errant driver wasn’t think- 
ing or he wasn’t looking or both. At any 
rate, he completely ignored the warning 
signals. 

He also ignored a fact that any study 
of grade crossing wrecks will reveal—that 
when train hits car or vice versa the car 
comes out second best. He forgot that it 
takes a locomotive only four seconds to 
clear a crossing whether his car is on it 
or not.

Further Gains Recorded 


In State’s Foreign Trade 


Improvements in Georgia’s port fa- 
cilities, notably the state port at Savan- 
nah, continue to justify themselves. Dur- 
ing the first four months of 1954, exports 
from the state had risen 248.6 per cent 
over the corresponding period last year. 

The U.S. Department of Commerce 
points out that the dollar volume of ship- 
ments rose from a total of $7,200,000 from 
January through April last year to $25,- 
000,000 this year. The shipments covered 
every imaginable commodity, from pea- 
nuts to heavy machinery. 

In addition to these exports, more than 
$21,200,000 in imports from foreign coun- 
tries passed through state ports in the 
first four months of this year—making a 
total business of almost $50,000,000 han- 
died by these facilities. 

Foreign trade has a big role in the 
state’s future—a role that grows as the 
section develops. State leaders who in- 
sisted on taking advantage of this oppor- 
tunity are to be congratulated on their 
foresight.

Baker East and Baker West 
were to be two short-wave trans- 
mitters on U.S. soil, planned as 
“part of an enormous top-level 
project for piercing the Iron Cur- 
tain. . . . The State Department 
retained MIT’s Research Labora- 
tory of Electronics. . . . After ex- 
haustive research and. . . reports 
from RCA’s Central Radio Propa- 
gation Laboratory, the Bureau of 
Standards and the Army Signal 
Corps, MIT proposed one site in 
North Carolina and another near 
Seattle. ... :

When Robert Trent Jones picked the toughest 18 
golf holes in the country a few weeks ago, the longest | 
member of this All-America team was the 595-yard No. 
13 at The Dunes Golf and Beach Club in Myrtde Beach, 
S.C. There were two reason for Jones’ selection.

—The Tantalizing Mullet, Bream and Bass 


The Dunes was not originally designed as a prestige course. 
A fellow named Joe Ivey, an energetic Myrtle Beach hotel man, 
and some friends decided the town needed a country club. They 
went to Trent Jones, America’s most famous living golf course 
architect. He had been recommended as the man most likely to 
lay out a course designed to give the duffer a break and at the 
same time give the real player a test. 

Jones does this with tees and greens both tremendously 
flexible. For instance, employing the same tee on No. 13 at 
the Dunes, the hole can be a championship 595 yards or a 
ladies’ 512 yards. This is Jones, the master of the strategic 
alternative. 

He was so smitten by the potential of the layout at Myrtle 
Beach that he attacked the project with tremendous vigor. There 
was a fascination for him in the way the rugged seashore jutted 
in and out among the inlets and what Sandlappers call swashes. 
These are nothing more than torpid bodies of backwater from the 
ocean at high tide, lakes of mud and coarse grass when the tide 
is out. 

The 13th hole forms a cradle around what used to be Single- 
ton Swash. Now it is Singleton Lake. One day while the tide was 
out a dam was bulldozed across the inlet and closed up after the 
tide came in. And so a lake was born, a lake stuffed to the gun- 
wales with mullet, bream and bass that break the surface in 
leaps that seem planned to tantalize the hot, plodding golfer as 
he tackles this frightful hole. 


—An Elephant-Elbow, Not a Dog-Leg 


What makes No. 13 so frightful is length and water hazard. It RN 


is more than a dog-leg, rather an elephant-elbow. From the tee 
you look far across the water to the red flag that waves on the 
green 45 degrees to the right. 

The first shot is a normal straightaway drive. Here is 
where the strategic alternative comes in. The duffer can play 
it safe and make his crossing over a narrow strip of water. 
The bolder player can come in closer and cross at about 150 
yards. The professional can play his second drive within nine- 
iron distance, but it requires great courage as well as the 
shots. Only two eagles have been made on the hole in its 
five years. 

D'Angelo is a slight Philadelphian with silver-tinged hair and 


a gift for conversation. He came from an Italian family of golfers | 


similiar to, but less famous than the Turnesas. In 1942, when 
television was a-weaning, he gave the first televised golf lessons 
in history. There was no doubt about the size of his audience. 
There were only 50 sets in the country then, all in Philadelphia. 
He was hand-picked for The Dunes job. When the idea struck 
Joe Ivey. and friends, D'Angelo was running a driving range dur- 
ing the Myrtle Beach ‘‘season.’’ From the day the first bulldozer 
knocked down the first sapling, D'Angelo was on the job. He and 
Trent Jones religiously toured the rugged seaside forests and 
marshes, and they could stand on the sorriest clump of earth 
and paint verbal pictures of the golf hole they envisioned there. 
It had to be a work of love, the birth of The Dunes. While 
the seacoast itself is flat and sandy, the woodlands were rough 
and thickety, the marshes snake-infested and treacherous. It 
was virgin territory out of which The Dunes was hacked into 
a potential shrine of golf. 
“But we weren't shooting for any shrine,”’ D'Angelo said, 
“First, Myrtle Beach wanted a fine golf course. If the other de- 
velops, then so much the better.”

New suggestions are welcome 
because cancer detection clin- 
ics throughout the country are

back is that not enough people 
can be examined to justify 
the existence of these clinics. 

The goal is an annual check- 
up but admissions must be 
limited to the number that can 
be taken care of in a single 
year. This is understandable 
because the same group re- 
ports back to the clinic the 
next year. Each examinatio” is 
time consuming and there is 
a limit on how many can be 
seen in a day, a week, or a 
year. 

But this is not all. Do these 
clinics detect enough cancer 
cases to justify the time and 
effort of so many highly skilled 
men and women? The anagwer 
is no, because the yield is 1 
the neighborhood of 1 per cent. 

The checkups were not in 
vain, however, because other 
abnormalities were discovered 
such as disorders of the heart, 
chest, intestines, and teeth.

NEW YORK, July 26 ip>—Pipe 
smoking is being billed as a new 
pastime for American women, 
but actually housewives have 
been sneaking puffs on their hus- 
bands’ favorite briars for years, 
a woman pipe smoker said to- 
day. 

Jeanine Jacques, president of 
the Hudson Valley Pipe Club and 
a one-time holder of the world 
record for puffing, said she has 
been using meerschaums, briars 
and a water pipe given her by 
an Arabian sheik for years. 

Every night after dinner, Miss 
Jacques lights up and puffs 
away. She said she finds it quite 
relaxing, especially while watch- 
ing TV. 


EARLY COLLECTION 

Since she was six years old, 
Miss Jacques, a resident of Put- 
nam Valley, N.Y., has been col- 
lecting pipes. She didn't start 


smoking them until she was 18, 
and she won't say how long ago 
that was. From time to time she 
lectures to - women's clubs about 
pipes and their history—and that 
is when the ladies tell her about 
their own smoking habits. 


“I found out a lot of women 
smoke pipes,” Miss Jacques 
said. ‘It started when they would 
run out of cigarettes. Instead of 
running down to the store to buy 
a new pack, they just sat down, 
put their feet up and smoked 
their husbands’ pipes. 


Miss Jacques said that among 
the women’ who have told her 
they smoke pipes are ‘“‘house- 
wives both mousy and dignified." 

*‘Most of them are better edu- 
cated, broader minded women,” 
she said. 


ACCEPT MEN 


The International Association 
of Pipe Smokers Clubs originally 
was formed for and by women, 
Miss Jacques said, but the mem- 
bership voted later to accept 
men, 


Miss Jacques pointed out that 
titled French ladies of the 18th 
and 19th centuries were inveter- 
ate pipe smokers. One has been 
immortalized in a painting show- 
ing her puffing away while her 
maids scrubbed her back. An- 
other did not even put down her 
pipe while posing in an embrace 
with her lover. 

Some historians claim there 
always have been women pipe 
smokers in England, Miss 
Jacques said, and idle girls in 
middle Eastern harems used to 
smoke all day long because they 
didn’t have anything else to do. 


“Women have been smoking 
pipes a long, long time,”’ she 
said. ‘It didn't start just today 
or yesterday. But in this coun- 
try, most husbands haven't found 
out about it yet.’’

RANGELEY, Maine — There 

are 40 women in this little town 

Wearing the same pink coats, 
There is no embarrassment, 


mo hasty retreat as one wearer 
approaches another, or a dozen, 
or 39. There are smiles and con- 
siderable discussion. That’s the 
day it’s supposed to be. In Range- 
ley,. at this particular time, it 
is quite distinctive to be wear- 
ing one of these pink coats. 

It’s all part of an experiment. 
Rangeley, at 1,540 feet above sea 
level, is New England’s highest 
village and it’s halfway between 
the North Pole and the Equator. 
The lake summer resort was se- 
lected as a testing ground for 
the orlon acrylic fiber garments. 
Wanted was a place where eve- 
nings are cool enough to require 
a ‘topper’ in June, July and 
August. 

When the test is ended, the 
women.can keep the coats, in re- 
turn for reports on their com- 
fort and durability, 

The ladies were selected on 
the basis of varied size, weight 
and occupation, Each got two 
coats, differing only in fiber, 
a calendar on which to record 
the hours each garment is worn, 
and a detailed questionnaire. 

What does the fabric manu- 
facturer want to know? 

How does the material ‘‘feel’’ 
to the women? How about 
wrinkling, soiling, cleaning? 

The women wear each coat 
on alternate days. The objec- 
tive is to compare one with the 
other, from a consumer view- 
point. 

Choosing the women wasn’t 
easy. Nearly everyone wanted 
the coats. But. the testers were 
chosen from among housewives, 
school teachers, waitresses, 
telephone operators, store and 
bank ‘clerks and stenographers.

Women Merit 
Political Note 


A reader suggests that the women in this year’s political 
campaign deserve a bit of attention and it’s certainly true. 
Whether or not they deserve to be elected is for you to decide 
but there’s no denying that as examples of up-and-doing femi- 
nine citizens they rate a look. 

To a woman they appear to have what we like to think of as 
the sex’s most durable attributes—energy, courage and a deep 
and abiding concern for the rest of the human race. Each of 
them seems to have faced and overcome obstacles in her time 
and the fact that they’re out campaigning this hot weather in- 


stead of languishing under a magnolia tree with a glass of 
lemonade shows a real sense of citizen responsibility. 


The four female campaigners are, of course, Mrs. Iris Blitch 
of Homerville, running for Congress; Mrs. Grace Thomas of 
Decatur, running for governor, and Mrs. Fred Camp of Rome 
and Miss Laurline CoHier of Jefferson, both of whom are running 
for the State Legislature from their respective counties. 


I think the thing that struck me about each of them in seek- 
ing out their records was the tirelessness with which they have 
pursued objectives they considered worth while. Irish Blitch 
quit school at 17 to get married and went back 20 years later 
with her daughter Betty to get a degree at South Georgia Cotege 
after she had run for the General Assembly. (She made all A’s, 
too.) Much of the credit for the passage of the women’s jury 
bill goes to her. 

Grace Thomas, a well-known woman lawyer who has been 
president of the state association of women lawyers, got her 
degrees in-law at night after she had done a day’s work for her 
family. She is Mrs. Herndon Thomas, has two grown daughters 
and a grandchild and is the only candidate for governor who 
believes Georgia should abide by the Supreme Court ruling on 
segregation. At 44 she still operates on a theory commonly 
associated with youth: ‘“‘You can do anything if you want to!”’ 

The only trouble about Miss Lurline Collier's race for the 
State Legislature is that it’s confined to her county and her thou- 
sands of friends over the state can’t vote for her. She is the 
veteran home demonstration agent, you recall, who retired last 
spring after 36 years’ outstanding service. 


She was a teacher when she was 15 years old, a deputy 
sheriff a little later when her sheriff father was ill, a member 
of the staff of the State Agricultural Extension Service and the 
friend and counsellor of thousands of 4-H club members and 
farm women. She has always been one to take a hand and help 
when she saw need, as far back as the flu epidemic of 1918 when 
she rode by freight train and then by two-horse wagon into a 
remote little community to cook and care for 27 ill families. 


Then there is Mrs. Fred Camp of Floyd County, who is 54 
years old and the widow of a Rome policeman who was killed 
10 years ago. She, too, is a mother and grandmother and has 
maintained an aftive interest in affairs of her county and state 
for many years. She has been a member of county, district 
and state Democratic executive committees, and has served three 
terms as: justice of the peace in the Mount Alto district. Perhaps 
her greatest strength as a candidate for the Legislature lies in 
the fact that she ran a grocery store for many years—and that’s a 
mighty good way to get to know people and their needs.

Kohler workers are again on strike and have been for more 
than 100 days. ys 


Twenty years age today, on July 27, 1934, two men were 
killed and 47 other mem, women and children wounded when 
a special Kohler force opened fireon strikers and spectators 
alike. Literally hundreds more breathed in the tear gas the 
Kohler force indiscriminately released. 


That was one of the blackest days in American industrial 
history. 


Kohler Company workers struck then in protest against the 
reign of fear within the plant. They sought to gain the benefits 
and to be treated with the respect which even then the workers 
fele were rightfully theirs. They are on strike for the same 
reasons today. Somre of the men on today’s picket lineg still 
carry the buckshot they received 20 years ago. 


Twenty years ago, Kohler Company had a private arsenal, 
@ private tear gas supply and a private little army. 


America has made a lot of social progress since then, but 
it may shock many Americans to find out that there has been 
little change at Kohler Company. 


Men who were then at the policy-making level are still run- 
ning the Company. The president, Herbert V. Kohler, was 
active in breaking the 1934 strike. Recently, he testified, under 
oath, that Kohler Company still has a private arsenal inside 
the plant and that he personally carries a billy club. His testi- 
mony led to the removal of tear gas and riot guns (but hot the 
arsenal) from the plant itself, but Kohler Village, which is 
company-owned for the most part, still has a tear gas supply— 
the only village in Wisconsin with tear gas equipment.

Barricades at the plant gates, a private deputy force and 
Herbert Kohler’s own sworn testimony lead workers to be 
lieve that Kohler Company is still willing to use weapons. 


This Kohler strike is 114 days old today. The demands 

rallel those of 20 years ago. Workers are asking for wa 
ike those paid by Kohler’s competitors, for full arbitration, 
funded pensions and other benefits which are standard in the 
eye ware industry. The Company has offered only a 
¢ wage increase. It has offered nothing in areas where Kohler 
workers believe they must make progress to be treated with 
Gecency and dignity inside the plants. 


Kohler Company has twice broken off bargaining sessions 
called by the Federal Mediation Service; has turned down a 
truce formula proposed by Federal Judge Robert Teehan; has 
snubbed’a recommendation by the Wisconsin Employment 


Relations Board for the resumption of negotiations; didn’t 


even answer a Community truce proposal put forth by the 
Sheboygan Press. | 


The Company even angrily rejected a suggestion by 
Governor Walter Kohler, nephew of the Company’s presi- 
dent, that the issues in dispute be submitted to arbitration. 


The Union has offered to accept every one of these ave- 
nues to honest collective bargaining. 


Kohler workers would like to believe that the men who died 
20 years ago today did not die in vain . . . that their sacrifice 
was for the good of the community in which Kohler workers 
and their families live. It’s a pity that their tragic deaths did 
not contribute to the understanding of the problems of work- 
ing people or help to pave the way for a change in attitude on 
the part of this community's leading employer. 


Today’s Kohler workers are determined to remain on strike 
until public conscience forces the Kohler Company to drop 
its tear gas-guns-clubs policy toward its workers and to start 
catching up with the rest of industrial America. 


Meanwhile, they hope you will understand why it is vir- 
tually impossible to buy Kohler-made products.
